Word has been received by Mr. and I 
Mrs. Charles Bucher of near Bonneau­ 
ville, that the body of their son C har­ 
les C., who made the supreme sacrifice 
the battlefields of France in Sep­ 
tember, 1918, while in a drive against

At the time of his death, 
Charles was 2.5 years old. 
Young Bucher enlisted on Septem ­ 
ber 19, 1917, and was sent to Camp 
Meade where he was assigned to Com­ 
pany A, -*i16th Infantry, 79th Division. 
It was with this unit that he went over 
seas in 
July, 1918,

front lines of the American advance 
in September.
